The orientation of the lateral wing to be flush with the plane of the main 
block of this L-shaped farmstead is the typical form for this house plan in 
Eastham and contrasts to that found at 305 State Highway (see Form No.3). 
The 3-bay, second level in the gable is also common in town. Similar to the 
latter, however, the organization toward the rear and perpendicular 
orientation of the dependencies, typical of New England farmsteads, allow 
the dwelling to retain its prominence within the complex. Here a 1-story, 
gable-roofed, rear, kitchen ell extends from the south end of the lateral wing 
leading to a perpendicular, 1-story, shed-roofed shed that attaches the 
substantial, 1 1/2-story, gable-roofed barn with cupola. A 1-story, shed- 
roofed addition spans the west elevation of the barn and a small, shed roofed 
attachment sits in the northwest corner created between the lateral shed and 
the bairn. A formerly screened-in porch runs nearly full-width along the west 
elevation of the main block then wraps the corner to meet the west elevation 
of the lateral wing. 

Detailing on the 1 1/2-story, gable-roofed, 3x2 bay, Greek Revival main 
block includes corner pilasters, boxed, molded cornice with return and a wide, 
plain frieze. The main entry is comprised of a 4-panel, wooden door with 
surround of pilasters supporting an entablature. The additional emphasis 
placed on the secondary entry with the installation of an Italianate hood 
(identical to the one on the main entry at 445 State Highway) and 4-panel door 
with glazed elongated, rectangular upper panels may be a function of the house 
having been utilized as a duplex from the late nineteenth century at least

Assessors' records date this house to 1840 which seems appropriate. 
According to title research in 1991 by Fred Heller which corroborates 
statements by local historian, Howard Quinn, this property was owned by 
Hinckley Lincoln. The Lincoln Family is not listed in the Vital Records of 
Cape Cod to confirm relationship, but it is possible and notes in the house 
file suggest the property passed to a son of the same name. Correlation to 
Sylvester Lincoln who lived next door at 445 State Highway has also not 
been determined. Hinckley Lincoln's daughter, Mary A. Lincoln, married 
Francis M. Smith, the son of Heman and Louisiana C. (Crosby) Smith (see 
70 Old State Highway; Form No. 44). ^ ^ 

A Captain Hinckley Lincoln is still listed without occupation as residing on 
Main Street in the Eastham Directory of 1901. A seaman's time book on file at 
the Eastham Historical Society Archives indicates Hinckley Lincoln served in 
the coastal trade on the Schooner J. D. Griffin out of Gloucester between 1874 
and 1884. Present owner, John F. Clark who is restoring the property, has

through the Depression. The south entry in the rear ell has a 4-panel f wooden 
door in a plain trim surround. Fenestration consists of 6/6, double-hung sash 
with plain trim on the main block and rear ell, but varies to include 6/1 
lights in the lateral wing and 8/12 double-hung sash in the lateral, rear ell 
and barn. Louvered blinds are replacements. Tall chimneys with corbeled caps 
are located on the ridge line of the main block, the lateral wing, on the rear 
ell and on the north slope of the barn. 

Much of the barn has been converted to residential space. Modern sash has 
been installed including a modern casement and a bay window on the first floor 
of the south elevation, a skylight on the southern slope of the roof and tri- 
part, continuous windows above the garage door, formerly a single, sliding 
barn door.
